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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Resmer patent would not 
meet the functional limitations of the instant claims since powdered agar is not used in the formulation. However the claims are given to 
their broadest reasonable interpretation, and since the claims merely recite agar, it remains the position of the Examiner that any agar 
composition would perform equally well. Further the Resmer patent discloses that the enteral formulation has a low viscosity, yet strong 
enough to be pumped through a feeding tube under the pressure of an exterior device identical to that of the instant claims. The agar of the 
Resmer patent meets the limitations of the instant claims since it is combined in the same way to perform the same task as the instant 
invention. The claims remain rejected. . 
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
